3. To see if the Town will vote to elect a High- 
way Agent or Agents agreeable to Chapter 80, Article 
9, of the Public Laws of the State. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs of high- 
ways. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for culverts, bridges and 
general expenses. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for oiling roads. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for maintaining camp roads. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for winter highways. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town Poor. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Public Health nurse to be 
employed by Red Cross Organization. 

11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Public Libraries and where 
it shall be expended. 

12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
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vote to raise and appropriate for Old Home Day cele- 
bration. 

13. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for street lighting in the 
villages, Sanbornville, Wakefield, East Wakefield, 
Union and Woodman. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the proper observance 
of Memorial Day. 


15. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Pine Blister. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to hire such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay Town Bills in anticipation of taxes.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 


Gentlemen: 

The following report, which I herewith submit, 
covers the work of nearly a full year, since my election 
to the office of Superintendent of Schools occurred sev- 
eral months before the close of the school year. This 
was due to the death of Mr. Fred W. Dudley in March, 
1936. At this time I wish to pay my sincere respects 
to the character, integrity and faithfulness of Mr. 
Dudley, who served you so well for many years. 

The personnel of the School Board remains un- 
changed, and there have been no new teachers elected 
in the past year. An important point, which promises 
much for the future, is the recent action of the school 
board in placing all teachers on tenure of office. New 
teachers will serve a probationary period of three 
years before receiving tenure of office. Faithful and 
efficient teachers are thus assured of security in their 
positions, without the necessity of coming up for re- 
election every year. 

Another innovation is the change which will be 
made after this year in the conditions governing the 
Roll of Honor. All pupils who are faithful in regular 
attendance and punctuality, will merit enrollment as 
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heretofore, but with this change. Pupils who are forc- 
ed to remain away from school on account of illness, or 
who are unable to reach school owing to the hazards 
of transportation, shall not forfeit their standing on 
the Roll of Honor. All pupils are expected to be in 
school every day when they should be there, but they 
should also be at home when, owing to illness, their 
presence in school would be harmful to themselves and 
others. Parents will doubtless appreciate this new 
ruling since many children try to attend school when 
they are physically unfit, fearing the loss of the coveted 
honor by being absent. 

The conscientious cooperation of parents will be 
of great help to the teachers, in making this change 
effective. 


The steady increase in the number of pupils at- 
tending high school is a matter for congratulation. 
With educational standards constantly rising, the best 
we can give to our children is none too much, in order 
to prepare them for the responsibilities of life. We 
now have twenty-seven pupils in the Rochester High 
School, four in Nute High School, two in the Farming- 
ton High School and one in Austin Cate Academy, all 
on a tuition basis, for which extra allowance must be 
made in the budget. The pupils who attend Brewster 
Academy are not required to pay tuition. 


Our schools are in excellent condition, and all 
teachers are doing creditable work. Probably the 
most valuable contribution to the improvement of the 
schools would be made by the addition of an instructor 
in music. While not listed with the famous three R’s 
as a necessity, music is nevertheless a very important 
branch of modern education. A child whose entire 
school life contains no instruction in music has very 
definitely missed something of real value. The ex- 
pense of securing a music teacher need not be great. 
The benefit to the children would be very much worth 
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while. 

The health of our school children continues to be 
well guarded by the conscientious and efficient work of 
Miss Maude McBride, who has been the school nurse 
for several years. Her personal interest in the con- 
dition of every child as an individual and her unselfish 
efforts to secure the best results in every case, deserve 
our appreciation and sincere commendation. 

At the close of my first year of service, with and 
for the schools of Wakefield, I wish to thank the 
members of the School Board, the teachers, and all the 
kind and friendly citizens who have in word and deed 
been so helpful in many ways.
